A special feature concerning a unique station 


A new 500 watt radio broadcasting 
station was erected ona bluff, the 
highest point in Council Bluffs, IA in 


1925. This brought radio to the area as 
well as its twin city, Omaha, NE. This 
pioneer station was the project of the 


Mona Motor Oi] Products Company, located 
in a brick factory building on South 
Sixth Street, Council Bluffs. 

A Western Electric 101B transmitter was installed in a two story frame 
building erected at the transmitter location in Fairmount Park. The antenna 
system consisted of two 150 foot self-supported steel towers supporting a 
"T'" type antenna, 260 feet in length. A license was issued in June, 1925 by 
the Radio Bureau, Department of Navigation in the Department of Commerce to 
the Monarch Manufacturing Company. Monarch requested, and was awarded the 
call KOIL, for its product. KOIL went on the air on July 25, 1925 on 1080 
khz, with a 500 watt signal. 

In September 1926, KOIL's licensee name was changed to the Mona Motor 
O11 Company, and the station received authorization to go to 4000 watts 
days and a nighttime power of 2000 watts. some reports Claim that during 
the winter of 1926, KOIL was operating illegally with 5000 watts' power 
during a period of lax radio regulations. By the spring of 1927, the newly 
empowered Federal Radio Commission required KOIL to return to 4000 watts. 
At this time, KOIL carried no advertising, but was a "good will" venture 
for Mona Oil Products. 

KOIL aired the inaugural 
broadcast of the new Columbia 
Broadcasting System network on 
September 18, 1927. That Sunday 
broadcast marked the beginning of 
CBS, with which KOIL became 
affiliated. By 1928, KOIL was using 
the slogan "The Hilltop Studio", as 
it was located on a bluff 
Overlooking the Omaha - Council 
Bluffs metropolitan area. In that 
year, the FCC allowed the station 
to move to 940 khz, and to increase 
power to 5000 watts. 

On November 11, 1928, the FRC assigned KOIL to operate on 1260 khz, with 
a power reduction to 2500 watts days and 1000 watts at night. 

In late 1929, the station Opened new studios in the elaborate Fontenelle 
Hotel in downtown Omaha, although the main studios and transmitter remained 
in Council Bluffs. The FRc required that station to reduce power to 1000 
watts at all times, to protect other stations being developed across the 
country. In 1930, KOIL "The Voice of Mona Motor oii" began operating on 
alternated days from its Council Bluffs and Omaha studios, in an effort to 
identify with both cities. The station, now fully commercial, carrying CBS 
programming, broadcast 16 hours daily. 


In early 1932, KOIL moved its 
Omaha studio to the Brandeis 
Department Store, and switched to 
the NBC Blue Network, In 1933, KOIL 
was leased from the Mona Motor Oil 
Company by the KFAB Broadcasting 
Company, then of Lincoln, NE. In 
1935, the FCC granted KOIL a 
construction permit to raise its 
day power to 2500 watts, and the 
station moved its Omaha base of 
operations to the Omaha National 
Bank Building, at 17th and Farnhan. 
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Ol j | On November 12, 1935, KOIL was 
" 2 acquired by the Central States 
1290 Broadcasting Company, owners of 


Lincoln stations KFAB and KFOR. 
KOIL became licensed to Omaha, moving its entire operations to the bank 
studios. The transmitter and towers remained in Council Bluffs. In 1937, 
KOIL added Mutual to its NBC programming. The FCC granted permission for 
station to move its transmitter and to increase power to 5000 watts. A 
foot tower, fed by the station's RCA transmitter was built at Lake 
Manewa. By 1938, KOIL broadcast from 6:30am to Midnight. And in 1939, KOIL 
returned to CBS, dropping NBC. KOWH picked up the NBC affiliation. :

it owned three area outlets, because of the FCC's Duopoly ruling of the mid 
1940's. It was decided to sell KOIL and move the 50,000 watt KFAB from 
Lincoln to Omaha. In 1945, KOIL became Omaha's ABC affiliate, and CBS moved 
to KFAB.

In December, 1953, KOIL was 
sold for $165,000 to Central 
States Broadcasting. And on 
August 2, 1955, KOI. dropped 
ABC programming to go to 
a Top 40 format, a format which 
put the station at or near the 
top of the ratings for almost a 
decade. In 1957, a new Gates 
transmitter was installed at the 
Lake Manawa site. And by 1964, 
the station was on the air 
24 hours daily. 

In 1964, the FCC granted a 
construction permit to KOIL to 
change its transmitting location. 
In 1965, the station built

The KOIL studios were 
on the second floor of the three story building. opened on October 6, 1968. 
In 1970, the FCC authorized KOIL to operate its transmitter by remote 
control.
